Elm Square 


Project 
Ready For Bid 


The renovation of Elm Square, de- 
layed by a year, may begin in August or 
September, the selectmen chairman 
said this week. 

Chairman Norma Gammon said the 
state is scheduled to put the state- and 
federally-funded project out to bid by 
the end of the month, and construction 
could begin August 1. The project is 
expected to take one to two months to 
complete, Public Works Director Rob- 
ert McQuade added. 

Monday night, the selectmen signed a 
doeument stating that they are willing 
to proceed with the project, the final 
step before the state would solicit bids. 
The board also looked at final plans for 


the project 

On the drawing board for several 
years, the project-will redirect the traf- 
fic flow in the square area, improve the 
landscaping, and reconstruct the road- 
way in Elm Square. 

Work on the square was to begin last 
summer, but the plans had to be rede- 
signed when downtown merchants ob- 
jected to plans to reconstruct Main 
Street from the square to Chestnut 
Street. They said construction could 
run into the fall and hurt their holiday 
business 

The selectmen subsequently decided 
against reconstructing Main Street, ex- 
cept in the square itself

Dr. LeMaitre 
Gives Talk 
At Hospital 


A man in his mid-60s suddenly collapses 
in his suburban home with a heart attack. 
He is rushed to the nearest hospital where 
the internist on call admits him to the 
coronary care unit and becomes his doctor. 

The man had a doctor in Boston, but none 
near home. When this emergency struck it 
was essential to get medical help near 
home. The man got excellent care and re- 
covered, but it probably would have been 
better if he had chosen a local doctor in 
advance to be prepared for just such an 
emergency. Geography—how fast you can 
get help from your doctor—is one consider- 
ation in selecting a physician. 

So said George LeMaitre, MD, a general 
and vascular surgeon with offices in And- 
over and Methuen, during a public lecture 
at Lawrence General Hospital, Lawrence. 

LeMaitre believes in a firm personal 
relationship between a doctor and a patient. 
This needs to be developed over time when 
the individual is healthy. ‘‘Most of us are 
well, but when illness strikes it may hit 
hard and suddenly,’’ LeMaitre pointed out. 

He urged those present to find out from 
their doctor when they were likely to be 
available and which doctors cover for them 
when they are not available. 

The period of the single family doctor 
who was the general practitioner, surgeon, 
gynecologist and pediatrician and other 
specialists rolled into one is gone, but Le- 
Maitre forsees a closer doctor-patient 
relationship developing in the next ten to 20 
years. 

The availability of specialists with in- 
depth knowledge of a partiular medical 
field is important, but the care by these 
specialists will more and more be coordi- 
nated by a doctor who knows your fmaily 
and personal health history and knows you 
as an individual, he said. 

The development of clinics and clusters 
of doctors’ offices nearer to where the 
patients live is a step closer to the early

days of house calls and perhaps representa- 


tive of an attempt to regain some of the 
neighborliness which once characterized 
the general practitioner style of health de- 
livery, he went on. 


Further in the future LeMaitre forsees 
the development of diagnostic centers 
where patients request some of their own 
diagnostic tests and ell the center to send 
the results to their doctor rather than the 
doctor initiating each request for a test, he 
said.

The project went so smoothly that it ‘‘just 
seemed to want to be done.” And «after 
some 11 weeks of work, the result was a 
brilliantly-colored stained glass window 
that now hangs above the altar of St. Jo- 
seph’s Church in Ballardvale. 

The window was made by husband and 
wife Ted and Ann Traver of Andover, who 
won a design competition for the project 
last fall, besting three large stained glass 
companies that submitted competing de- 
signs 

Installed on May 10, the window will be 
officially dedicated at St. Joseph's 11:30 
Mass on Sunday, June 6. It was made possi- 
ble by a donation from the John Cronin 
family, in memory of Cronin family mem- 
bers 

The Ballardvale church will dedicate its 
new carillon on June 6 as well. Donated to 
tbe parish by an anonymous benefactor, the 
carillon rings out bell music each Sunday to 
signal the start of Mass and again at six 
p.m., and at noon and six each evening 
luring the week 

Installed last week, the carillon consists 
of four loudspeakers in the tower and an 
amplified tape recording system inside the 
church. It can play tapes of 24 different 
hymns, each lasting about one minute, and 
more hymns will be added in the future

The window is done in bright rainbow 
colors, the Travers’ trademark. 

The’ design incorporates colors, symbols 
and shapes from the church's existing 
stained glass windows. And it is built in a 
wooden frame to match the wooden struc- 
ture of the church. 

Beginning in January, the Travers spent 
about five weeks cutting and soddering sec- 
tions to fill 49 openings in the window’s 
wooden frame, about 19 square feet large 
with a round opening for the window 

They used centuries-old techniques for 
cutting the glass and joining the pieces with 
lead cane. (They did, however, take advan- 
tage of modern tools like a glass cutter and 
a soddering iron.) Ted usually cut the glass 
while Ann soddered the pieces together 
Both shared in designing the window as 
well 

As they finished each section, they set it 
into the frame just to see how it looked 
and one of the highlights of the project was 
the moment when they inserted the last 
piece and could see the entire window 

But there were still six weeks of work 
ahead before the window would be finished 
Each section had to be glazed and cleaned 
and permanently set into the frame. The 
project was finally completed in mid-April 

The final excitement was seeing the win- 
dow installed above the church altar, where 
before there had been only a blank wall 

That was a very thrilling experience 
Ann says. The window was instdiled by 
contractor Roger Ratte and his son, Joseph 

Now that a ‘‘very satisfying project”’ has 
been completed, the Travers have already 
moved on to their next challenge. They are 
designing two pieces, one for Beacon Street 
in Boston and one for Manchester-By-The

slightly from last year’s $10.8 million, or $1.61 a 
share.

The efforts of Andover officials to save the Shat- 
tuck Farm buildings from destruction and rehabili- 
tate the Bradlee School have won the town a 1982 
Preservation Award from the Massachusetts His- 
torical Commission 

The state honored the Andover Historical Com- 
mission for its ‘‘catalytic role’ in assuring the 
reuse of historic properties, particularly the old 
farm buildings and the Ballardvale school building 

The commission received a plaque at a state 
dinner earlier this month, when 14 other winners 
were also honored. Andover Historical Commission 
Chairman Philip K. Allen last week presented that 
plaque to the selectmen, and it will soon hang in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

I feel terrific that I had the opportunity to work 
on both the Bradlee School and the Shaftuck Farm 
projects,’’ Selectmen Chairman Norma Gammon 
commented. ‘I hope we can save more buildings. 
The historical commission has done a terrific job.”’ 

The commission last year spearheaded a cam- 
paign to recycle the Bradlee School into multi-fami- 
ly units. The school had been abandoned for 25 
years, and had deteriorated into a blight on its 
Ballardvale neighborhood. 


The commission helped draw up guidelines for 
developer’s proposals for the school, and last year, 
annual town meeting voted to sell the building to 
developer Francis P. Reilly, as the commission 
recommended.

Is the issue whether Andover’s school 
system is top heavy with administrators? 

‘He (Schools Superintendent Dr. Ken- 
neth Seifert) has surrounded himself with 
all these support personnel,’ says High 
School Science teacher Gerry Grasso, “‘...to 
such an extent they have a whole building 
right now.” 

Or is it becoming a matter of a school 
teacher and his superintendent in public 
disagreement over that issue? 

“It’s very disfunctional in the 27th hour,” 
says Seifert, ‘‘to say let’s do this thing (the 
school budget) all over again.”’ 

It ail started about two weeks ago when 
Grasso appeared before the Andover School 
Committee to note the number of adminis- 
trators in the school system as compared to 
the number of teachers. A total of 17 teach- 
ers have been cut from next year’s school 
budget (23 all together, including those cut 
due to declining enrollment) in this the 
second year of Proposition 2%. 

“During the eighties,’’ Grasso told com- 
mitteemen, ‘‘the number of students and 
teachers has not changed significantly from 
the mid-seventies; however, a number of 
programs have been cut, the number of 
support personnel has increased and the 
apex of the pyramid has become a wide 
base of supervisors, advisors, associate ad- 


ministrators and their assistants.’ 

Seifert responded last week that Andove 
is less than the state average on adminis- 
trative costs and above the state average on 
instructional costs. 

This is a year of budget cutting, but he 


said Grasso never came forward through 
the years when teachers were actually 
added to the staff. And not only that, but 
anyone, said the superintendent, who would 
make the charge of excessive administra- 
tion without presenting an alternative plan 
for cutting the budget is ‘‘not responsible.’ 
He said he would welcome such an alterna- 
tive organizational scheme that works. 

“T have a plan,’’ says Grasso this week. 
‘I think we should maintain every program 
that we have in the high school today. He 
(Seifert) should then look into his mainte- 
nance or support staff’ to make cuts that 
don’t directly affect the teaching process. 

“If he wants my help, I'd be glad to sit 
down with him,’’ Grasso notes, ‘‘but he'd 
have to come up during my lunch period. 
It’s the only time I have.”’ 

He says his teaching job doesn’t provide 
for time during the day to work on budget 
figures, adding that Seifert ‘‘never asked 
anybody for an alternative plan.’’ He ex- 
plains that Proposition 2*2 and the cutting 
of teachers are reasons for him coming 
forward at this time 

Seifert stated this week that all the talk- 
ing about Proposition 242 cuts was done 
during budget deliberations, and that is the 
time people should get involved ‘‘so that 
they have an understanding”’ of the situa- 
tion. He says Grasso was getting involved 
after budget decisions have been made

Pole Hill Modifications Win 
Approval Of Planning Board 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Acting a week ahead of schedule, the 
Planning Board Monday night approved 
modifications to plans for a 15-lot Pole Hill 
subdivision, along with preliminary plans 
for a 30-lot development on the tea lots 

That approval makes it more likely that 
the town’s agreement to swap Pole Hill for 
the tea lots with developer Arthur Kalogia- 
nis will be realized. The agreement depends 
on the planners’ final approval of plans for 
both the hill and the town-owned tea lots 
located off Ballardvale Road and Woburn 
Street 

After discussing both sites in public hear 
ings last week, the planners said they would 
probably vote on the plans May 25. But this 
week, Kalogianis, owner of T.D.J. Devel 
opment Corp., requested that the vote be 
moved up to meet the requirements of his 
bank agreement, according to Communit 
Development and Planning Director Jona 
than Gilmore 

Plans for the ‘‘Waterford Place”’ subdivi 
sion, approved last summer, called for 69 
homes to be built in a cluster development 
on Pole Hill, overlooking the Shawsheen 
River 

The planning board this week approved a 
modified plan that will see 14 homes built 
there instead (next to an existing house), in 
a cluster development around a cul-de-sac, 
‘Pole Hill Drive,”’ off Tewksbury Street 

A remaining 34 acres on the hill will be 


deeded to the town as conservation land, as 
part of the swap agreement 

The planners’ conditions on their appro- 
val address potential drainage problems on 
the hill. And, Gilmore said, they are still 
concerned that the public will be granted 
access to an ancient ‘‘cart path’ that runs 
down the hill to the river 

They also requested that Pole Hill Drive 
be reduced from 50 to 40 feet wide. That 
would reduce the amount of cutting and 
filling along the roadway, making soil stabi 


ization aiter construction easier to 
achieve, Gilmore indicated 
Neighbors of the proposed 22.9-acre ‘‘Tea 
Lots Estates’’, during last week’s hearing 
seemed most concerned about their priva- 
The planning board therefore required, in 
their approval of preliminary plans for that 


‘onservation are 
along the back of the subdivision, abutting 
Tilton Lane. Tea lots property-owners will 
be forbidden to cut down trees in that area 
except for normal maintenance. The town 
will have the power to enforce that condi- 
tion 

In addition, the developer will be required 
to plant three-foot tall pine trees along a 10- 
foot green area off Ballardvale Road, to 
further ensure neighbors’ privacy. 

The planners also instructed the devel-

lots’ two cul-de-sacs off Ballardvale Road 
(there is also a smaller one off Woburn 
Street) would effect Ballardvale Road.

will not be able to exit due to the high water table 
(without a boat). 

This area could never pass percolation test for 
home sites—therefore, the reason for cluster zon- 
ing. Likewise, the planned parcel to be turned over 
to the town as conservation land is totally useless. 
This parcel is very low and a stream runs from the 
Pike School towards Ballardvale Road. The round 
is totally saturated to use this parcel of land for 
homebuilding would require rerouting (or burying) 
the stream. A cost prohibitive task in the eyes of 
the developer. The solution—give it to the town. A 
problem of liability now exists if the town accepts 
this parcel. An accident—such as a child drown- 
ing—would now be the town’s responsibility. Does 
the town have funds to clean up this area? I doubt 
it. 

On the northern side of the property, adjacent to 
Hidden Road, the land is saturated with effluent 
from the Hidden Road homes. Successful percola- 
tion of this area is doubtful. 

When addressing these problems to Mr. Graval- 
lese at last January’s meeting, the planning board 
chairman indicated that he had no power other than 
accept the plan as proposed by Magee Construction. 
If this is so, what purpose can the Planning Board 
satisfy other than being a rubber stamp to accept 
questionable development plans? 

A review of other areas of Andover indicates that 
builders have continually been allowed to build on 
lots of questionable quality. Homes literally under 
water during wet seasons. 

I suggest that the Planning Board be given more 
clout in their decision-making to insure that future 
residents of Andover be protected from ‘‘hidden 


problems.’ The attitude of the builder and real 
estate agent of ‘‘Let the buyer beware’’ is nothing 
less than irresponSible.

Exploring 
Merger

Although it’s only in the beginning stages, 
The Andover Savings Bank and the Valley 
Cooperative Bank are exploring the possi- 
bility of a merger that would bring their 
combined assets to more than $267 million. 

“We are in the very beginning stage- 
s...,’'Said Valley Bank Vice-President Jere- 
my D. Russman. ‘We feel it’s worth 
exploring. We look at it as an opportunity.”’ 


Robert M. Henderson, president of the 
Andover Savings Bank, called the possible 
merger ‘‘two strong banks coming together 
to provide better services.”’ 


A bill in the state legislature, which 
would in part allow for the merger of coop- 
erative and savings banks, must first pass 
before the two institutions can consolidate. 
Then approval of various regulatory author- 
ities would be needed. It is possible the two 
banks could merge within one year if the 
legislation passes, according to Henderson. 

‘We're just on the first step of 50 steps,”’ 
he said 

Russman noted, ‘‘We're hopeful the bill 
does pass.”’ 


Some bank mergers have already come to 
pass, and others are being discussed, and 
iccording to the president of the Andover 
Savings Bank, ‘‘There’s going to be a con- 
solidation of financial institutions (in the 
1980's)... The whole financial scene is chan-

They note, “It is our feeling that our 
general area is both lovely and unble- 
mished. Our homes are well cared for and 
have been very costly for us to buy and to 
maintain. We live here because we love the 
woodsiness, the quiet, the privacy and the 
absence of any intrusion on our way of 
life.’ 

They list these other reasons for opposing 
a playground: 

FEASIBILITY: They say a playground is 
probably not feasible in the area because of 
the distances children would have to travel 
and the consequent danger. Parents would 
have to drive them to the playground, they 
say, ‘‘and it seems preferable to drive the 
children to a friend’s home where neither 
safety nor supervision would be a prob- 
lem.”’ 

NEED: ‘‘The area is not an ‘inner city’ 
area where children have no place to play 
They all have substantial yards, and many 
children belong to country clubs or youth 
organizations.’ 

The playground opposition group claims 
‘The idea is the whim of a few people who 
are conveniently somewhat removed from 
the proposed sites, and are either unaware 
of or uncaring about the problems and 
heartaches they are inflicting others.’ 

Thev caim that those who have at first 
expressed interest in the playground are 
‘no longer in favor.”’ 

Pearson said several persons from West 
Andover came to her to discuss the possibil- 
ity of a playground, and she agreed she 
would look into the matter and see whether 
a playground would be allowable and land 
usable. She sent the interested residents, 
who said they would discuss the idea with 
their neighbors, to the Community Devel- 
opment and Planning Department 

Pearson said this was the first time she 
had received ‘‘any complaint’ about the

addition of a playground anywhere, noting, 
‘Most people (in general) want a neighbor- 
hood playground.” 

She said West Andover is growing faster 
than any other part of town 

‘People in West Andover have very little 
in the way of services,”’ she explained, 
‘adding she thought that end of town was 

deserving’ of consideration 

‘The whole concept was clearing a bit of 
land,’’ Pearson said, so that children would 
have organized playground activities on 
weekday mornings, as is the case at other 
town playgrounds. ‘‘The whole concept was 
very low key.” 

She added that site being considered was 
intended for use as a school, and that a 
playground wouldn't be a greater use, not- 
ing that sites other than town-supervised 
playgrounds have been the usual ‘‘hangout 
areas’ for youth 

It's quite a distance to travel out there’ 
for children in West Andover to frequent 
the West Elementary or Sanborn play- 
grounds, according to the community serv- 
ices director 

But Pearson did note that, ‘‘Most play- 
grounds are on school sites,’ adding that 

I'm sure some of their (opposers’) con- 
cerns are valid in developing any area.” 

She said, ‘‘It’s their prerogative if they 
feel this way. I sympathize with their great 
concern. I hate to see people so upset.’ 

Pearson said the idea of a playground is 
just in the beginning stages and something 
to look into. Yet the letter of opposition, she 
said, gives her ‘‘no one to respond to,”’ 
because it is unsigned 

The letter includes a postscript which 
reads: “‘The ommission of our names is 
unavoidable. This is a very awkWard situa- 
tion. We are a close-knit meighborhood and 
do not wish to have a war. Please forgive 
us

association, according to Seifert, meet 
twice a year with the superintendent and 
more regularly if the need arises. 

“If people follow established processes, 
then that’s their right,’’ he says, noting it’s 
‘‘much more productive.’’ “‘When you cir- 
cumvent established procedures, I think 
that’s inappropriate.” 

It’s ‘‘not very reasonable,’’ according to 
Seifert, when the only time someone speaks 
up is when somebody does something you 
don’t like.He says the longer discussion 
over budget cuts continues, ‘‘the more it

“I’m not grandstanding,’’ he says, con- 
cerning any relationship between his timing 
and his candidacy for state representative. 

He says he has always been involved with 
community: issues. He says three vears ago 
he did a survey on heat loss in the high 
school.

‘‘T’'ve always been a fighter all my life,”’ 
he explains. 

Grasso says there’s still time to make 
changes in the school budget.

He says department heads, while teach- 
ing classes, once did the ‘‘same jeb’’ that 
advisors are doing today. ‘‘Teachers have 
not been helped by the increases in support 
personnel,”’ he maintains.
